s ſome perſons have not a clear idea of the 
late Application of the Difſenters to Parliament, 


I have thought fit to {ubjoin the —_ brief 
account of it, 


In the reign of Charles the 2d. there were many 
cruel Laws enacted againſt Diſſenters, too nume- 
rous to be recited here, juſt after the glorious 
King William came to the Throne, a Law was 
-paſſed (called the Toleration Act) which ſe- 
cures the Diſſenters from thoſe cruel Laws of 
Charles the 2d, provided they will ſubſcribe the 
Doctrinal Articles of the Church of England, as 
to the Dicipline-Articles, they are allow'd to ex- 
cept againſt them. So that thoſe Diſſenting 


Miniſters who do not qualify, by ſubſcribing the 
Doe» 
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Docuinal Articles, are as much expoſ'd to the 


perſecuting Laws juſt refer'd to, as before the 
Foleration Act. Now the fact is, a great many 
Miniſters do not qualify; ſome of them do not, 
becauſe they don't beliebe ſome of the Articles. 
Others do not, becauſe tho” they believe them 
in the main, yet they have objections to particular 


expteſſions and words uſed in them. And many 


do not ſubſcribe, becauſe they think it wrong 
to ſubſcribe any explanatory articles of Faith 
enforc'd by worldly ſanctions of pains and pe- 
nalties. All theſe perſons therefore, are by the 


Laus of the Land, adjudged to cruel. fines and 
impriſonment. Our good Goyerament ( thaaks 


be to God and to them) are by no means diſpoſed 


to put theſe Laws into execution. But they can 


only protect by Diſpenſing with the Laws. Nay, 
as part of the fines is to be given to the informers, 
Government itſelf can't protect againſt an ava- 
ritious or malicious proſecution. As therefore we
